The site of the new Colonial Office building in 


| London, planned to go eight storeys high and to 


house a staff of 1,200, is the subject of a surprise 


controversy. 

When the Public Offices 
(Site) Act, 1947 was passed 
for the express purpose of 
acquiring tho site of the old 
Westminster Hospital, the 
proposal commanded. 
general approval in Parlia- 
ment. Today,: there is a 
change in parliamentary 


.Jand public opinion. 


Recent demolition of the old 
Westminster Hospital has dis- 
closed a magnificent new view 
of the Abbey (from the north- 
west) which many people fecl 
should now be left unspolled. 
The site is unique. Across the 
road {s the historic Abbey. Near- 
by are the classical rococo Central 
Hall and the Gothic Middlesex 
Gulldhall, On the other side of 
Parliament Square , are the 
‘Houses of Parliament. 

One of the Ieaders of opposi- 
tion to: blacking-out the re- 
discovered beauty of the site Js 
the noted architect, and author 
of the County of London Plan, 
Sir Patrick Abercrombie, He 
says: “It Is a question of ameni- 
ties against economics, I would 
like to see this view kept open. 
I have always stated that there 
should be more clear space 
around the Abbey”. 

The Dean of Westminster, the 
Very Rev. A. C. Don, declares: 

.In no better way could It 
be demonstrated in the year! 
of the Festival of Britain that 
this country is not wholly aban- 
doned to utilitariantsm”, 


GROWING STORM 


Lord Halifax, as High Steward 
of Westminster, has spoken of 
go view, which had been 
obscure for generations, being 
obliterated again “if the plans 
of His Majesty’s Government, 
are pursued.” 

A leading article in The 
Times contended that “ex- 
pediency should not be allowed 
to take precedence over pro« 
priety and dignity”. 

The Government's recognition 
of the growling storm, but deter- 
mination to abide by the original 
plan, was expressed In a Lords’ 
debate.

even so, it had been necessary 
to disperse the staff in five 
separate buildings in different 
parts of London, in addition to 
the main building at Downing 
Street. 

Speaking on behalf ‘of the 
Government, Lord Morrison 
sald: “Surely, amongst the 
members of Your Lordships’ 
House, 23 well az amongst 
Members of another place, there 
was sufficient imagination to 
realfse what the result would be 
without walting until the con- 
tracts were about to be Iet for 
the commencement of the new 
building. 

Major W. E. Simnett put for- 
.ward another opinion in favour 
of proceeding with the building 
—"...can we afford, in these 
dsys of urgent need for re- 
trenchment in Government ex- 
penditure, to leave this costly 
site vacant and acquire another 
{n the nelghbourhood at further 
great expense?” 

MOVING PASSAGE 

Designer of the proposed 
| building is Mr Thomas Smith 
Tait, eminent private architect. 
His chief works Include the 
Scottish “Whitehall” {fn Edin- 
burgh, Lloyds Bank in Cornhill, 
and Unilever House. The 

published designs of the new 
building which have been_ on 
view at this year's Royal 
Academy and in the library 
of the House of Com- 
mong show ao massive _ struc- 
ture of ninety fect high. Judging 
by the Inck of criticism, he has 
setished everyone so far as the 
building itself is concerned. 

The Parlamentary announce- 
ment-:two years ago of the pro- 
posed new Colonial Office build- 
ing Included this moving 
passage: 

“On this ground, facing West- 
minster Abbcy and at the very 
heart of the Empire, a building 
will be ‘erected in keeping with 
the historic surroundings and 
worthily expressing the high 
value which the people 
and Government of this coun- 
try place on the friendship of 
the Colonial peoples”. 

This statement received wide 
publicity and appreciation in 
the Colonies; and fears are ex~ 
pressed that reversal of the de- 
cision to build there would pro- 
duce an unfortunate effect | 
the Colonies.

Besides, such a jumper costs 
very little as fabric length 
needed Js measurement from 
underarm to hem plus 3” for 
hem. -54 to 44 yards of 54” or 
60" woollen or the rayon-like 
wool, Is ample for girls 6 to 8 
years of age.

This jumper provides an 
excellent make-over of Mama's 
old skirts, especially if they are 
carefully ripped and thoroughly 
clean.

In a case in which a proposed 
Defendant Is faced with dis- 
closures of oa very unpleasant 
nature and, in particular, has a 
perfectly good wife of his own 
living at the time, the motives 
for bringing such an action may 
well have been suspect. It was 
so in the case of Mr Robinson, 
He was faced with two alterna- 
tives. Either he could hush the 
whole matter up, and pay; or 
else he could confess the whole 
story to his wife, and obtain 
her consent to fight the action, 
and repudiate the whole claim 
which he knew to be dishonest, 
He chose the braver course. He 
made full confession to his wife, 
and with her approval decided 
to contest the action. : 


Not a word 


There were already two sus~ 
picious circumstances about the 
claim, and not the least remark- 
able was the fact that no living 
person had heard a word as to 
the suggested engagement ex- 
eeptthe twosisters Kathleen and 
Susan. The other was the date 
of the suggested break, It was 
said to be September 16, the 
day when Mr Robinson left the 
flat, and when, it was said, he 
definitely refused to carry out 
his promise to marry.

In it Susan had been at great 
pains to emphasise her baby 
sister's age; she described her 
at the time when she first met 
Mr Robinson, as “a child with 
her hair hanging down her 
back.”

like a bush fire, To check 
it, cocoa farmers were 
quired to cut down 
mediately infected trees, 
bv the middle of 1950 more 
than nine million trees had 
been cut, for which the United 
Kingdom: Government had 
‘pald more than £774,000 in 
compensation. But even this 
has not -halted the disease, 
Fifty million out of the Gold 
Coast's 400 million trees aro 
reckoned to be infected, ond it 
ig deared that the whole In- 
dustry may be wiped out if no 
remedy can be found. 


Striving Hard 


Meanwhile a West African 
‘Cocoa Research Institute has 
been set up and scientists are 
striving hard to find a way of 
checking the plant virus which 
destroys the troos, Whether or 
not ‘they will succeed is as 
yet an open question. 

The moral of this story,

But nothing has yet started 
ultra-modern stadium. 
In ic still in the talking stage. 

With every day that passes 
sports officials and badminton 
fans are getting increasingly 
anxious about the lack wf 
facilities for the coming tourna- 
ment. 

Meanwhile, Singapore has 
Games Federation in a bid to

February and March jin New 
Delhi.

. gustom of measuring wealth 
in terms of livestock and using 
cattle to pay the bride-price. 
Such customs can only gradual- 
ly be modified, at a cost of 
much = time, energy = and, 
pttience employed in pro- 
paganda and persuasion, 

“There fs no single panacea”, 
says Mr Masefield, “that can 
be universally applied to. the 
agricultural ills of colonial 
countries.” This is a fact worth 
remembering, There are also 
great poasibilities for deyclop- 
ment, once ‘the interest’ and 
enthuslasm of the people can 
be aroused. The rapid develop- 
ment of such allen crops as 
cotton, sugar and cocon 
should encourage ‘those who 
sometimes feel. that peasant 
conservatism stands ‘too ob-~ 
durately in the way of change.

In “Nana” 
director Jcan Renoir, son of the 
celebrated painter, deliberately 
attempted to capture the spirit 
of certain paintings by his 
father. ‘ 

"The problem of collecting 
films is complicated by’ the 
ease with which silent pictures 
could be widely exported, 
merely by changing the sub- 
titles to the language of the 
country involved," Card said. 

He pointed out that films by 
William S, Hart were popular 
in France, and many of them 
were preserved in that country. 

“Dp, W. Griffith's works were 
extremely popular in Ruseia, 
where they served as models 
for the work of Russian direc- 
tors. Mary Pickford was the 
jdol of England, and Chaplin 
films turn up_ throughout the 
world—from Italy to Siam,” 
Card sald. 

The Eastman House motion 
picture collection, designed for 
study by students of film art, 
traces the development of the 
motion picture from its begin- 
nings in the early 1890's,

Resuming his evidence at the Criminal Ses-- 
sions this morning Richard Alan Jones, Admiralty- 
Police Officer, told the Court that the only reason. 


he had said he theught th 
ing was because he saw 


e accused had been drink-- 
blood on the man’s face.

Jones was giving evidence at|ly 


the trial of Gordon Frederick 
Howard, 30, Chief Petty Omicer 
of HMS Jamaica, who fa charged 
‘with ‘the manslaughter of Abie 
Seaman David McManus, 26, of 
HMS Tamar, on Junc 18, fol- 
lowing an incident which  oc- 
curred at the Royal Naval 
Dockyard Police Club on the 
night of June 10-11. 

Jones said he was just about 
to descend the staircase and 
had gone down one step when 
he turned around to see Jf his 
guests were following. When 
he looked to his front again he 
saw MeManus ‘going clear over 
the railings and ‘the accused, 
whq had ‘been standing next to 
McManus, had turned and was 
grasping the railings looking 
into Ocean Road. 

Witness returned to the top 
of the staircase and told his 
guests to go back into the guest 
room and await him. He then 
went down the staircase to 
where McManus lay, Howard 
was not then on the staircase 
when he went down, Witness 
went to the surgery for a 
atretcher and after fetching 
it he assisted ‘in taking Mc- 
Manus back to tho’ surgery. 

. Cross - examined 
Wright, witness agreed thore 
had been a slight drizzle on the 
evening of June 10, and the 
ground was wet. He did not 
notice if the staircase was wot. 
As an Able Seaman, McManus 
was not entitled to member- 
ship in tho Dockyard Police 
Club, and witness assumed he 
‘was there that night because 
ho was there “to do a turn.” 
He had no knowledge whether 
MeManus had been invited to 
the function or not. 

SAW NO INCIDENT 

Jones sald he saw McManus 
drinking during the evening, 
and McManus had consumed a 
large beer at his table, to which 
he had been invited by witness. 
For the rest of the time, he only 
noticed McManus dancing and 
did not observe whether he had 
been drinking at other tables. 
He had a slight acquaintance 
‘with McManus, os he used to 
mect the man in the Dockyard 
and had a few words.with him, 
‘But he could not say he knew 
McManus ..very well. He had 
not seen ‘McManus at previous 
Club functions,

incident in which tho accused, 
Howard, got tangled-up with
